The  rich  heritage  with  which  great  events  and  men  of  courage  endowed  Pennsylvania  has  no  monetary  value.  It  is 
the  past  and  the  past  is  prologue  to  the  future.  Our  heritage  is  among  the  first  in  the  nation.  It  starts  with  the  political 
and  religious  idealism  of  William  Penn;  through  Ben|amin  Franklin  and  the  brilliant,  cultural  leadership  that 
Philadelphia  gave  to  the  cities  of  the  colonies  and  the  early  Republic;  to  the  bitter  winter  at  Valley  Forge;  on  through 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  United  States  Constitution  and  toward  the  restless  frontiers  and  the  Indian 
country  across  the  Susquehanna  and  over  the  mountains;  to  the  bloody  fields  of  Gettysburg  and  the  high  water  mark 
of  the  Confederacy;  then  forward  to  the  great  economic  growth  that  led  the  nation  to  unprecedented  industrial  might. 

This  past,  with  all  its  glory,  could  be  neglected  and  lost,  and  yet  it  can  and  must  be  preserved  by  those  with  the  vision 
and  the  foresight  to  understand  the  part  that  the  past  plays  in  the  present  and  the  future  that  is  ahead. 

Pennsylvanians  today  can  visit  Pennsbury  Manor  to  recapture  the  atmosphere  of  the  infant  Province.  Tourists  can  see 
the  achievements  of  the  unique  Harmony  Society  at  Old  Economy  and  sense  the  religious  inspiration  which  created 
Ephrata  Cloister.  They  can  visualize  the  Commonwealth's  agricultural  and  industrial  growth  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Farm  Museum  of  Landis  Valley,  at  Drake  Well  Memorial  Park  and  at  Cornwall  Furnace. 

We  must  preserve  and  present  this  magnificent  heritage  in 
a  more  meaningful  way  to  a  larger  audience.  Too  few  of 
our  own  people  are  aware  of  these  treasures.  Too  few 
partake  of  the  historical  riches  Pennsylvania  offers. 

We  are  challenged  now  to  complete  the  task,  to  present  this 
heritage  in  the  way  its  importance  warrants,  to  make  our 
people  and  the  nation  aware  of  the  proud,  inspiring  story 
of  Pennsylvania  and  to  show  it  as  living  history. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  and 
Museum  Commission  and  the  Commission  expects  OPERATION 
HERITAGE  to  accomplish  this  objective.

PIONEER 


DANIEL  BOONE,  who  became  a 
legend  in  his  own  lifetime,  is  the  out¬ 
standing  symbol  of  the  frontiersman 
who  led  the  way  westward  across 
the  continent. 

Here,  at  the  Daniel  Boone  Homestead, 

OPERATION  HERITAGE  proposes  to 
establish  the  Museum  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  pioneer,  to  tell  the  story  of  his 
life  as  well  as  the  frontier  life  of  his 
generation. 

OPERATION  HERITAGE  has  a  broad 
plan  for  the  Boone  Homestead  which 
will  re-create  a  small  frontier  settle¬ 
ment  and  depict  the  life  that  Boone 
knew.  The  first  step  is  the  erection 
of  a  small  museum  building  (A) 
where  exhibits  of  the  period  can  be 
displayed.  A  small  log  cabin  (B)  will 

be  erected  as  a  replica  of  the  cabin  in  which  Boone  was  born.  The 
existing  stone  house,  built  by  his  father,  stands  on  the  foundations  of 
the  original  cabin.  Log  cabins  and  the  mill  (C)  and  raceway  are 
planned  as  part  of  the  "living  history"  of  OPERATION  HERITAGE.  The 
existing  Wayside  Shelter  (D)  provides  overnight  accommodations  for 
youth  groups  making  pilgrimages  to  the  Homestead. 

This  is  part  of  the  program  of  OPERATION  HERITAGE. 


OLD  ECONOMY 


The  Grotto 


OLD  ECONOMY,  at  Ambridge,  was  the  third  ond  final  home  of  the  Harmony  Society,  founded 
by  George  Rapp  in  1805.  Father  Rapp,  as  he  came  to  be  called,  was  the  religious  leader  of  a 
group  of  German  pietists  who  migrated  to  escape  persecution.  They  believed  that  Christ  would 
soon  return  to  earth  and  that  they  could  best  prepare  to  receive  him  by  living  a  communal 
life  of  brotherly  love.  After  spending  ten  years  at  the  initial  settlement  in  Butler  County,  o 
move  was  made  to  Indiana  and  the  group  Icter  returned  to  establish  Economy  on  a  3,000 
acre  tract  in  Beaver  County.  The  Harmony  Society,  while  deeply  spiritual,  developed  great 
material  prosperity.  Its  farms  were  highly  productive  and  the  products  of  its  craft  shops  found 
a  ready  market,  while  its  factories  produced  cotton,  woolen,  and  silk  textiles  highly  esteemed 
for  their  quality.  OPERATION  HERITAGE  calls  for  completion  of  the  restoration  and  making 
Old  Economy  a  living  museum  with  arts  and  crafts  in  actual  operation.

THE  NIAGARA 


The  complete  restoration  of  the  historic  old  brig  NIAGARA 
at  Erie  is  a  part  of  OPERATION  HERITAGE  and  a  phase 
of  the  Commission's  hope  to  create  living  history.  The 
Niagara  would  be  reconstructed  as  a  brig  with  full  sail 
and  all  armament  and  equipment  of  the  period  when  she 
led  the  squadron  under  Commodore  Perry  on  Lake  Erie  in 
the  defeat  of  the  British  fleet  during  the  War  of  1812.

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EPHRATA  CLOISTER 


EPHRATA  CLOISTER,  built  by  the  Seventh-Day  Baptists  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  Conrad  Beissel,  is  a  unique  survival  of  an  American  monastic 
community.  Beissel  began  a  hermit's  existence  here  in  1732,  but  he 
soon  found  it  necessary  to  create  a  three-part  community:  a  Sisterhood 
and  a  Brotherhood,  both  of  which  practiced  celibacy,  and  a  group  of 
married  "Householders."  Buildings  were  erected  between  1745  and 
1749  and  the  medieval  type  architecture  was  an  expression  of  the 


religious  principles  of  the  order.  Narrow  hallways  sym¬ 
bolized  the  “strait  and  narrow"  path  of  virtue,-  low  door¬ 
ways  emphasized  the  practice  of  humility;  and  the  lack 
of  adornment  stressed  spiritual  as  opposed  to  material 
beauty.  A  similar  purpose  explains  the  use  of  narrow 
boards  and  wooden  blocks  for  beds  and  pillows,  of 
wooden  eating  utensils  and  of  wooden  goblets  for 
communion.  After  twenty  years  the  restoration  of 
Ephrata  is  still  far  from  complete.  OPERATION  HERITAGE 
calls  for  full  restoration  and  presentation  to  the  public 
as  one  of  America's  truly  unique  shrines.

The  Pennsylvania  Trail  of  history 
reaches  into  every  part  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  No  single  state  was 
the  scene  of  so  many  stirring  events 
in  our  Nation's  history.  This  past 
is  preserved  in  scores  of  historic 
buildings,  which  include  many 
State  and  National  historic  park 
areas.  A  majority  of  these  are  ad¬ 
ministered  for  the  people  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  by  the  Pennsylvania  His¬ 
torical  and  Museum  Commission. 
In  addition  to  the  buildings  and 
museums  which  are  easily  reached 
over  Pennsylvania's  arterial  high¬ 
way  system,  more  than  a  thousand 
attractive  historical  markers,  done 
in  the  Commonwealth  colors  of 
blue  and  gold,  dot  the  roadside  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  fine  old  historic 
towns  of  Pennsylvania  through 
which  the  Trail  of  History  passes 
contain  several  hundred  similar 
markers  especially  designed  for 
erection  along  city  and  village 
streets.  These  markers  are  placed 
and  maintained  by  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Historical  and  Museum  Com¬ 
mission  as  the  official  custodian  of 
Pennsylvania's  heritage.

The  Pennsylvania  Trail  of  His¬ 
tory  is  truly  a  path  of  glory  marked 
by  historical  monuments,  museums, 
and  markers  which  serve  as  a  con¬ 
stant  reminder  of  the  people  and 
the  events  which  shaped  the  des¬ 
tiny  not  only  of  Pennsylvania  but 
of  the  United  States.  Following  this 
Trail  of  History  is  a  great  experi¬ 
ence  for  any  Pennsylvanian  seek¬ 
ing  to  learn  the  story  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  It  is  an  equally  re¬ 
warding  experience  for  travelers 
from  other  states  touring  America 
in  search  of  the  reminders  of  its 
past. 

OPERATION  HERITAGE,  when 
fully  completed,  will  provide  the 
traveler  with  an  even  richer  experi¬ 
ence  by  depicting  in  dramatic  liv¬ 
ing  museums  the  true  greatness  of 
the  Pennsylvania  heritage.  It  will 
present  completed  restorations  of 
major  shrines  like  Ephrata  and  Old 
Economy.  It  will  afford  the  visitor 
exploring  Pennsylvania  with  im¬ 
proved  facilities  for  serving  his 
needs  and  more  vividly  interpret¬ 
ing  the  Pennsylvania  story. 


FORT  PITT  BLOCKHOUSE,  the  only  sur¬ 
viving  structure  of  Fort  Pitt,  was  built  by 
Colonel  Henry  Bouquet  in  1765.  It  is 
located  in  Point  State  Park  at  Pittsburgh, 
where  the  Fort  Pitt  Museum  will  be  con¬ 
structed.  The  museum,  built  as  a  replica 
of  one  of  the  Fort  Pitt  redoubts,  will 
feature  exhibits  of  the  18th  Century 
period  when  the  fort  was  a  major  post 
in  the  frontier  defense  system. 


HOPE  LODGE  is  a  colonial  mansion  in 
the  finest  Georgian  tradition.  Close  by 
are  the  still  visible  redoubts  on  Fort  Hill 
in  Fort  Washington  State  Park. 


GRAEME  PARK,  built  by  provincial  Gov¬ 
ernor  William  Keith  in  1721  and  1722, 
is  a  three-story  stone  structure,  little 
changed  from  colonial  times.  OPERA¬ 
TION  HERITAGE  calls  for  its  restoiation 
and  use  by  the  public. 


POTTSGROVE  is  an  excellent  example 
of  an  18th  Cenlury  home  of  a  colonial 
ironmaster  and  his  descendants.  It  com¬ 
bines  the  formal  grace  of  the  late  colo¬ 
nial  era  and  is  a  testimony  to  the  rapid 
cultural  and  economic  growth  of  pro¬ 
vincial  Pennsylvania. 


THE  MORTON  HOMESTEAD,  a  quaint 
log  and  stone  structure,  stands  on  the 
banks  of  Darby  Creek  and  gives  an 
insight  into  the  architecture  and  ways 
of  life  of  the  too  often  neglected 
Swedish  and  Finnish  settlers  of  the 
Delaware  Valley  region.

JUDSON  HOUSE,  built  by  trader  Amos 
Judson  ca.  1820  on  the  site  of  famous 
Fort  LaBoeuf,  Waterford.  It  is  an  inter¬ 
esting  frontier  Greek  Revival  building, 
but  its  significance  is  more  from  its  loca¬ 
tion  than  from  its  architecture.  OPERA¬ 
TION  HERITAGE  includes  plans  for  a 
museum  depicting  the  rich  history  of 
this  location. 


FORT  AUGUSTA,  located  where 
the  north  branch  and  the  west 
branch  of  the  Susquehanna  unite, 
was  built  after  the  defeat  of 
General  Edward  Braddock  on  the 
Monongahela,  July,  1755,  to 
protect  the  eastern  settlements. 

It  was  erected  in  1756  of  logs 
cut  in  the  neighboring  forest  and 
was  one  of  the  most  strategic 
forts  in  the  frontier  defense 
system.  The  view  is  a  replica  one- 
*  sixth  the  size  of  the  fort. 

CORNWALL  FURNACE  displays  the  early 
stages  of  the  Commonwealth's  present 
giant  iron  and  steel  industry  with  its 
complex  technological  marvels.  Here  on 
the  banks  of  Furnace  Creek  is  an  in¬ 
triguing  iron  furnace  with  rich  history  that 
portrays  the  economic  life  of  the  18th 
and  19th  Centuries.  The  ore  banks  still 
exist  and  the  furnace  is  well  preserved. 
It  started  its  operations  in  1742.  During 
the  Revolution  it  made  cannon  and  shot 
for  the  Continental  troops,  with  Hessian 
prisoners  of  war  as  laborers. 
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THE  PENNSYLVANIA 


PENNSYLVANIA  FARM  MUSEUM  of  Landis  Valley,  one  of 
the  most  interesting  and  informative  properties  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  Commission,  is  located  in  Lancaster  County 
It  is  centered  around  the  Landis  farmhouse  and  contains  a 
typical  country  store  of  the  mid-19th  Century  and  other 
farm  buildings. 

The  diagram  shows  the  present  Museum  area  and  indi¬ 
cates  the  proposals  for  enlargement  under  OPERATION

OPERATION  HERITAGE  plans  to  expand  the  prop¬ 
erty  to  re-create  a  typical  rural  village  of  the  mid¬ 
nineteenth  century  through  the  addition  of  five  resi¬ 
dences  and  a  tavern  across  the  road  from  the 
museum  property.  Supplementing  an  existing  farm¬ 
house,  built  prior  to  1815,  would  be  a  representa¬ 
tive  Pennsylvania  Dutch  bank  barn,  farm  out¬ 
buildings,  shops  and  structures  typical  of  a  small 
settlement  in  the  Landis  Valley.  When  completed, 
it  will  become  America's  greatest  Farm  Museum. 

The  hundreds  of  thousands  of  authentic  farm  mate¬ 
rials  collected  by  the  Landis  brothers  that  cannot 
now  be  exhibited  because  of  lack  of  adequate 
space  would  be  shown  to  the  schoolchildren  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  barns  and  buildings  in  which 
they  actually  were  used  and  thus  add  a  larger  and 
valuable  part  to  the  Commission's  program  to  show 
the  living  history  of  the  state. 


DRAKE  WELL  MEMORIAL  PARK 


DRAKE  WELL  MEMORIAL  PARK  is  the  birthplace  of  the  far-flung  petroleum  empire  of  today.  In  a  scenic  little  valley 
near  Titusville  along  the  banks  of  Oil  Creek,  Edwin  L.  Drake  completed  the  world's  first  successful  oil  well  on  August 
27,  1859.  In  this  valley  and  the  neighboring  areas,  the  first  oil  "boom"  began  and  the  first  solution  to  technical 
problems  of  petroleum  production,  transportation  and  marketing  were  developed. 

The  oil  springs  of  the  region  had  been  known  to  explorers  of  colonial  times,  but  it  was  the  curiosity  of  Dr.  Francis 
B.  Brewer,  a  Titusville  physician  of  New  England  background,  which  led  to  the  creation  of  an  industry.  From  his 
efforts  the  first  petroleum  company  came  to  be  founded  in  1854,  leading  to  an  analysis  of  the  potential  uses  of  oil 
by  Professor  Benjamin  Silliman,  Jr.,  of  Yale,  in  1855,  and  finally  in  1858  to  the  sending  of  Drake  to  Titusville  to 
develop  commercial  production  of  oil. 

One  of  the  phases  of  OPERATION  HERITAGE  is  to  recreate  here  a  frontier  oil  village  of  the  1860's.  The  artist's 
conception  indicates  what  is  planned  as  another  step  in  the  development  of  the  living  history  of  Pennsylvania  for 
the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  and  for  visitors  who  are  interested  in  the  birthplace  of  one  of  the  great  industrial 
giants  of  the  20th  Century.

OPERATION  HERITAGE 


The  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission  has  the  responsibility  of  restoring  and  managing  the  historic 
properties  owned  by  the  Commonwealth  and  is  charged  with  the  preservation  and  exhibition  of  the  documents  and 
state  papers  from  the  earliest  days  of  the  settlements  on  the  Delaware  to  the  present  time.  These  documents  include 
Penn's  original  Charter  and  his  frames  of  government  for  the  "Holy  Experiment"  as  he  styled  Pennsylvania. 

The  Commission  has  a  six-fold  area  in  which  it  functions  and  it  includes  the  preservation  and  restoration  of  properties, 
classification  and  exhibition  of  the  documents  of  the  past.  It  not  only  manages  the  properties  under  its  control  but 
prepares  historic  and  archeological  research  and  publishes  its  studies  for  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
historians  across  the  nation.  It  erects  road  markers  on  the  highway  of  the  State  to  call  attention  of  the  traveler  to 
points  of  historic  locations. 

Its  program  has  as  its  objective  to  bring  history  to  life  in  such  properties  as  the  Pennsylvania  Farm  Museum  of  Landis 
Valley,  Pennsbury  Manor,  Old  Harmony  Society  at  Ambridge  and  at  the  Ephrata  Cloister.  It  functions  effectively 
within  the  limits  of  its  staff  and  its  funds,  but  both  are  inadequate  to  provide  for  the  proper  presentation  of  the  great 
historic  heritage  of  the  Commonwealth. 

OPERATION  HERITAGE  is  designed  to  arouse  greater  interest  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  State  in 
preserving  their  historic  shrines  and  the  precious  documents  which,  once  destroyed  or  lost,  are  irreplaceable. 

OPERATION  HERITAGE  is  a  program  to  secure  the  support  of  newspapers,  magazines,  radio  and  television  so  that 
the  Commission  can  develop  interest  for  a  wide  understanding  of  the  needs  of  preserving  our  rich  heritage.

WILLIAM  PENN  MEMORIAL  BUILDING 


The  construction  of  the  William  Penn  Memorial  Building  is  an  essential  phase  of  OPERATION  HERITAGE  and  yet  it 
is  not  the  whole  but  rather  a  part. 

The  building  was  conceived  a  number  of  years  ago  by  men  of  vision  who  were  sensitive  to  the  great  contribution 
William  Penn  had  made  with  his  religious  idealism  and  practical  political  realism.  It  was  only  a  dream  at  first;  a 
dream  that  would  honor  the  founder  and  serve  as  a  modern  museum  for  Penn's  great  Commonwealth. 

The  dream  commenced  to  take  form  in  1945  when  the  General  Assembly  authorized  its  construction.  Plans  have 
been  completed  by  an  architect  as  the  result  of  a  grant  from  the  General  State  Authority  and  the  plans  have  been 
completed  and  approved  by  the  General  State  Authority.  The  Commission  is  hopeful  that  sufficient  funds  will  be 
made  available  to  start  construction  this  year. 

Here  will  be  a  modern  museum  exhibition  and  archives  building  which  will  be  equal  to  any  in  our  sister  states.  It 
will  provide  sufficient  space  for  the  efficient  functioning  of  the  staff  and  it  will  give  adequate  area  for  the  proper 
storage  and  display  of  the  historic  documents  of  Pennsylvania,  such  as  the  Penn  Charter.

OPERATION  HERITAGE 


What  will  accomplish  these  objectives  of  preserving,  restoring  and  developing  living  history  for  the  people  of  the 
Commonwealth? 

One  part  would  be  the  completion  of  the  William  Penn  Memorial  Building  to  serve  as  a  proper  and  adequate  State 
Museum,  State  Archives  and  Administration  building.  Here  modern  exhibition  space  would  be  available  for  a  proper 
display  of  the  historic  documents  of  the  State  and  here  it  would  be  possible  to  adequately  exhibit  many  of  the  records 
and  archives  of  our  heritage  which  leads  to  our  future. 

Many  of  our  sister  states  have  modern  and  comprehensive  State  Museums;  we  do  not.  The  William  Penn  Memorial 
Building  was  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1945  and  last  year  the  General  State  Authority  approved 
the  preparation  of  architectural  plans  for  the  structure  to  serve  as  a  memorial  to  the  idealistic  Quaker  who  founded 
the  Commonwealth. 

Another  phase  of  OPERATION  HERITAGE  is  concerned  with  support  by  the  General  Assembly  which  will  enable  the 
General  State  Authority  to  make  sufficient  funds  available  to  complete  the  restoration  and  develop  more  adequate 
museum  presentations  and  to  make  the  properties  generally  more  attractive  to  visitors. 

And  finally,  OPERATION  HERITAGE  is  interested  in  assuring  operational  funds  to  make  all  of  the  properties  part  of 
the  living  history  of  our  great  and  heroic  past. 

If  OPERATION  HERITAGE  accomplishes  these  three  objectives  over  the  next  few  years  it  will  have  served  well  the 
present  and  future  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 
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Americans  are  constant  and  persistent  travelers.  The  highways  of  the  Commonwealth  attest 
to  this  in  every  season  of  the  year.  People  are  on  the  move.  They  want  to  see  historic  sites; 
to  look  at  beautiful  scenery;  to  visit  industrial  and  agricultural  spots. 

What  does  this  mean  for  Pennsylvania  and  the  communities  in  which  historic  shrines  and 
sites  are  located? 

It  means  money,  both  for  the  State  and  the  communities  if  we  tell  people  across  the  nation 
the  things  we  have  for  them  to  see.  If  we  fail  to  point  out  what  we  have  to  offer  it  means  a 
loss  of  revenue  to  both  the  Commonwealth  and  the  communities. 

Let's  see  exactly  what  is  involved  in  income  for  the  State  in  fees  paid  by  visitors  to  historic 
sites.  From  June  1,  1957  to  August  31,  1958,  a  total  of  $47,782.82  was  received  at  the 
various  historic  sites  administered  by  the  Commission.  From  January  1,  1958,  to  December 
31,  1958,  three  of  the  historic  sites,  Ephrata  Cloister,  Pennsylvania  Farm  Museum  of  Landis 
Valley,  and  Pennsbury  Manor,  received  $26,362.77.  There  was  a  net  increase  of  11%  in 
attendance  in  1958  over  1957  with  some  230,159  persons  visiting  the  properties  and  this 
development  took  place  with  a  minimum  of  promotional  activities  on  the  part  of  the 
Commission. 

These  figures  cover  only  the  fees  and  do  not  include  the  estimated  minimum  of  $15.00  a  day 
spent  by  tourists  for  food,  lodging,  gasoline,  souvenirs  and  other  expenses  of  traveling. 
Tourism  is  a  major  industry  in  the  United  States  today.  Many  states  profit  greatly  from  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans  who  travel  constantly. 

Is  there  any  reason  why  Pennsylvania  should  not  share  in  the  tourist  dollar? 

Proper  restoration  and  sufficient  operational  funds  would  make  history  of  great  economic 
importance  to  the  Commonwealth. 

This  is  another  phase  of  OPERATION  HERITAGE. 
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
